THE SECRET DOCUMENT. 


The claim by Mr. Cosgrave and his 
lawyers, the President went on, that the 
money was due to the land bond holders 
was not relied upon by Mr. Thomas.

THE LOCAL ELECTIONS. 


Dealing with the local elections, Presi- 
dent de Valera said that the political 
opponents of Fianna Fail had tried to 
break the moral of the Irishpeople, so 
that when they Lac brought them to their 
knees they would look to them as an alter- 
native Government. They were willing, 
apparently, to risk national defeat under 
the Fianna Fail leadership in order to 
secure a change over to themselves. 
They tried to make it appear before the 
last general election that the Government 
did not represent the majority of the 
people, and so gave hope to the British. 
At Ottawa, said President de Valera, Mr. 
Thomas said to our representatives: ' We 
will not settle. You will be settled when 
this new organisation (the Blue Shirts) 
gets under way.” The Opposition were 
looking to the local elections, in which 
everything was in their favour. They had 
a restricted register, and their friends in 
the Senate took good care to see that the 
register would be the same as they had for 
a national election. They were looking for 
success in order to give the Government a 
mortal blow. — | 

“ I believe,” he concluded, ‘‘ the people 
want us to maintain their rights, and it is 
the duty of every one who has a vote to go 
to the poll, as they would in the national 
elections.”

AMBUSHED.

MADRID ANTI-FASCIST 
ATTACKS.

A SIXTEEN years old boy was killed 

and three youths were injured this 
morning, when a band of Socialists, 
assuming them to be Fascists, attacked 
them. . 

The Socialists, who were attired in 
bathing suits, surrounded the party on the 
banks of the River Manzanares at the 
fashionable Playa bathing place and in 
full view of hundreds of bathers. 

One of the injured youths told Reuter’s 
Correspondent that the Socialists had 
acted with unbelievable cruelty, some hold- 
ing him on the ground, whilst others 
stamped on his head and hit him with 
stones, 

Nine arrests have been made 

An attempt was made last night on the 
life of Sefior Jose Antonio Primo de 
Rivera, the Fascist leader, and son of the 
late Dictator of Spain. 

Sefior Primo de Rivera was returning 
with friends by motor car from a party 
given by the Marquis of Valde Iglesias in 
a suburb of Madrid. Suddenly a fusillade 
of shots was heard, and the car immediately 
in front of that in which the Fascist 
leader was travelling was hit. 

A tyre was punctured, windows were 
broken, and Sefiora Luque, wife of Dr. 
Luque, of the British hospital here, who 
was driving with her husband in the first 
car, was slightly injured. 

Police hastened to the scene, and were 
met—with bullets from the aggressors, one 
policeman being seriously wounded. Three 
suspects were arrested. 


FOUR INJURED. 


This evening, as a gfoup of girls and 
boys, all aged between 18 and 20, and 
members of the Socialist Youth Associa- 
tion, left a char-a-bane in the Quevedo 
suburb, on returning from an excursion 
into the country, unknown men in a closed 
car some distance away signed to them to 
approach. ae 

Four of the young people complied with 
the request. They were two brothers and 
their sister and another youth. As they 
neared the car the occupants opened fire 
with a quick-firing pistol. 

The two brothers and sister were seriously 
injured, and the other boy was also hit. 
The occupants of the car then made off at 
great speed and are still at large. 

Indignation at this outrage is in- 
describable in Socialist circles. It is 
believed that these incidents may start a 
vendetta between the two groups of 
Fascists and Socialist youths.

TE visit which, it is confidently stated 
- here, M. Barthou, the French 


Foreign Minister, is to pay to Rome in 
the near future, is the culminating point 
of a complete revolution in the relations 
between Italy and France, says Reuter’s 
Rome Correspondent. 

The visit, if it takes place. may well 
have effects on the future alignment of 
Europe comparable to those of the famous 
visit of French statesmen to London thirty 
years ago, which resulted in the conclusion 
of the Entente Cordiale. 

During the months since the Nazis 
gained power in Germany, Italian opinion, 
once strongly sympathetic to Germany, 
has steadily veered away. The Italian 
Press is no longer filled with violent 
attacks on France and her allies. The 


only country against which it now lets off - 


steam is Germany. 

The Austrian question put a ‘severe 
strain on the friendship between Italy and 
Germany, which had already worn thin. 
Signor Mussolini is known, too, to have 
been angered by Germany’s abrupt with- 
drawal from the League of Nations. Many 
aspects of German National Socialism are 
considered by Italians to discredit the 
Fascist idea in the world. 

A Paris message says that M. Barthou 
is not likely to go to Rome before the 
autumn, according to _ well-informed 
quarters in Paris. 

There is no question of M. Barthou 
participating in the forthcoming conversa- 
tions between the Duce and Herr Hitler, 
and it is not at all certain that Signor 
Mussolini, realist as he is, would desire 
such a tripartite conference at the present 
juncture.

FAMOUS ENGLISH 
COMPOSER. 
DEATH | OF I DELIUS. 


“GREATEST SINCE 
PURCELL.” 


FESTIVAL OF 1929 
RECALLED. . 


- 


N EWS was received in London yesterday 

of the death during the week-end of 
Frederick Delius, the composer. Delius, 
who was seventy-two years of age, had been 
seriously ill, and his death took place at 
his home near Paris, where he had lived for 
many years. 

Frederick Delius, ; 
who has been 
described by Sir 
Thomas Beecham as: 
the greatest musician %=% 
England has produced % 
since Purcell, was foe 
born on January “tá 
29th, 1862, at Clare- 
mont, Bradford. He 
was of Dutch descent 
on his father’s side 
and German on his 
mother’s. 

For many years hi: 
music was neglected, 
but the British public 
Was given a reminder in 1929 that a 
musical genius was being allowed to 
languish in obscurity, paralysed: and on 


,the verge of total blindness, by the appear- 


ance of his name in the Honours List as a 
Companion of Honour. 

A festival of his works was given the 
same year at the Queen’s Hall under Sir 
Thomas Beecham’s direction. The com- 
poser was brought over from his home at 
Grez-sur-Loing, near Fontainbleau, and 
attended the six concerts. No one who 
saw him in the grand circle of the concert 
hall, accompanied by his wife, will forget 
the picture. 

It was a memorable occasion when, 
under the conductorship of Sir Thomas 
Beecham, the performance of ‘‘ A Mass of 
Life ’’ was given by the B.B.C. orchestra 
with the Philharmonic Choir. A wonder- 
ful scene of enthusiasm followed the con- 
clusion. With one accord the ‘huge 
audience turned to Delius and cheered him 
for five minutes. 

Then Sir Thomas stated: ‘‘If we gave 
another festival it would not be necessary 
to repeat a single work that has been per- 
formed in the present festival; for from 
his workshop Delius has produced no 
fewer than two hundred works.”’ 


TIME OF HIS LIFE. 


Again the hall rang with cheers, and 
Delius, who had already bowed his 
acknowledgments, spoke. Leaning forward, 
he said in a firm, clear voice, which could 
be heard in every corner of the hall: ‘‘I 
thank you very much for the very fine re- 
ception you have given me. This festival] 
his been the time of my life.” 

Like most musical geniuses, Delius’s 
gift early asserted itself. He soon became 
a proficient violinist, and at the age of ten 
years had so perfected his musical memory 
that he could play a strange piece after 
a heard it twice played by someone 
else. 

He was sent to Germany to learn 
business methods, but he preferred music. 
At the age of 20 the young composer 
emigrated to Florida and became an 
orange planter, and several of his works 
bear witness to his life there. Tiring of 
America, Delius returned to England, and, 
having become reconciled to his parents, 
he was sent to Leipzig, where he pursued 
a course of study at the Conservatoriume 
Here he met Edward Grieg, the Nor- 
Wegian composer, whose music made a 
great impression on him, 

While at Leipzig he wrote his first 
orchestral work, a “ Florida ” suite. This 
was performed in 1888 under the direction 
of Hans Sitt by an orchestra of sixty. 
Instead ot being paid in money, the in- 
strumentalists divided a large barrel of 
beer between them. - 

In 1890 Delius went to live in France, 
residing first in Paris, and finally in the 
idyllic village of Graz-sur-Loing. Here he 
married the painter, Jeixa Rosen, - who 
helped him by the translation of some of 
the texts which he used for his musical 
works. Most oí Delius’s earlier composi- 
tions were given their first hearing in 
Germany. 


BLOW TO CHAMPION,’ 


One of his doughtiest champions was 
Dr. Haym, of Elberfeld, who conducted 
his overture ' Over the Hills and Far 
Away” and other works for the first time 
at the local opera house. Once Dr. Haym 
was summoned before the Klberfeld Town 
Council after a performance of the first- 
named work, and threatened with instant 
dismissal if he ever ventur to perform 
music of such a character again at a muni- 
cipal concert. 

It was in 1899 that Frederick Delius’s 
music was first heard in England. For 
eight years after that concert not a single 
note of Delius was heard in England. In 
1906 the new Symphony Orchestra was 
founded, and Sir Thomas Beecham was 
one of its first'conductors. In the ensuing 
two years. many works of Delius were

It was not till after the War that Delius 
received full recognition in England. In 
the same year that he was made a Com- 
panion of Honour, Delius received the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Music of 
Oxford University.. In 1932 he was 
honoured with the Freedom of his native 
city, Bradford. 

The partnership between Delius and 
Eric Fenby was one of the most amazing 
and most beautiful in the history of music. 
Fenby was a young music student when he 
left his home at Scarborough to become 
the eyes and hands of the old composer. 
The prospect of real success seenied re- 
mote, for Fenby had to evolve a method of 
recording on paper what was in the mind 
of Delius, whose voice could not express 
more than a feeble monotone, and whose 
hands were paralysed. By something like 
thought reading he ‘was able to interpret 
what was in the master’s mind, pa in 
four years up to 1932 several new works 
were produced bearing the stamp of 
Delius’s genius.

"á AE terrorist outrages, which have 
aroused consternation throughout 
Austria over the week-end, are causing 
serious alarm to the Dollfuss Government, 
because the authorities’ threats of summary 
treatment of offenders have proved so in- 
effectual.

A FURTHER CHANCE. 


In an editorial article to-day The Times 
observes:—The conditions in which the 
General Commission of the Disarmament 
Conference will meet to-day are very much 
better than appeared possible a week go, 
when it was doubtful whether the Con- 
ference was to survive at all. It is true 
that no attempt has been made to tabu- 
late results in a convention, however brief 
and modest, and the General Commission 
will have little to do except to appoint 
committees. But these committees at 
least keep the Conference in being, and 
statesmanship, as Mr. Eden said in his 
speech on Saturday night, is given a 
further chance to deal with the funda- 
mental problems. It can quite reasonably 
be argued that statesmanship could get 
on with the job of disarmament without 
the existence of the Disarmament Confer- 
ence, and, in fact, that practical agree- 
ments are most likely to be concluded by 
diplomatic efforts regionally, rather than 
by a conference universally for the whole 
world. But the general principles 
of those agreements must be generally 
agreed. The cadre of all the agree- 
ments should be drawn up at Geneva. 


Once dispersed, it would be almost 
impossible to re-convoke the Disarma- 
ment Conference. Credit is, . therefore, 


due to the leaders at Geneva—notably 
to Mr. Henderson, Sir John Simon, M:. 
Eden and M. Barthou—who not only kept 
the Conference in being, but also reached 
joint conclusions about procedure ard 
immediate aims. 

The way is now open again to diplo- 
matic negotiations to enable Germany to 
resume her place at the disarmament dis- 
cussions. They will, no doubt, be 
inaugurated at the meeting between Herr 
Hitler and Signor Mussolini, which is 
expected to take place in Northern Italy 
in the course of this week. It may be 
hoped that the first Italian impatience at 
the outcome of last week’s deliberations at 
Geneva may by then have been modified. 
The forthcoming diplomatic negotiations 
should once more be parallel and supple- 
mentary to the work of Geneva. 


STEAMER MAKES FAST 
IRISH SEA CROSSING 


WITH 600 VISITORS 
TO DUBLIN. 


Special transport facilities, including special 
trains between Llandudno and Holyhead, as 
well as a special steamer to Ireland, were pro- 
vided by the London, Midland and Scottish 
Railway for the delegates to the Master 
Bakers’ and Confectioners’ Congress for their 
visit to Dublin last Friday. 

The congress was being held in Llandudno, 
and after the delegates had been taken by 
fast train to Holyhead the R.M.S. Hibernia, 
which was specially ‘‘dressed’’ for the occa- 
sion, made an exceptionally good passage, 
and begthed in Alexandra Basin, close to the 
Dublin Port Milling Company's premises

MR. COSGRAVE’S 
REFERENCE, 


GREAT YOUGHAL 
DEMONSTRATION. 


From Our Reporter, 
YOUGHAL, Sunday. 


R. W. T. COSGRAYVE, T.D., at a 
United Ireland Party meeting here 
to-day, referred to statements made in the 
Dail by their opponents about agreements 
made with Britain eleven years ago. He 
pointed out that by those agreements the 
Saorstat gained over a million pounds 
annually. ' 

“I look upon our opponents as mis- 
creants, and not fit to look down upon 
men like us,” he declared. Agriculture 
was tottering on the brink of ruin. To 
whose doors did it fall? It was a man 
through whose veins Irish blood could not 
run. 

A Minister, the other day, said that it 
took Britain 100 years to build up the 
cattle industry in this country, and he 
hoped it would not take so long to destroy 
it. He (Mr. Cosgrave) answered that by 
saying that the people would not allow 
them to destroy it. 

“ What suffering they have inflicted on 
the people,” concluded Mr. Cosgrave. 
“We say: ‘Go and get back those 
markets. We are a generous people. We 
can forgive, even if we find it hard to 
forget.’ *’ (Cheers. ) i 

The Chairman (Mr. D. J. O'Gorman) 
here announced that an estimate had been 
made of those present, and it was given as 
twelve thousand. ; 


AN ORDERLY MEETING. 


The market square is very spacious, but 
it was unable to accommodate the vast 
crowd which attended the meeting. Led 
by about sixty horsemen and horsewomen, 
bands and banners, a procession of six or 
seven thousand men and women had 
marched into the town, There were scenes 
of great enthusiasm as the leaders 
mounted the platform. A couple of hun- - 
dred Civic Guards were drafted into the 
town, but their services were not required, 
as the proceedings were quite orderly. 

General O’ Duffy, who was received with 
cheers, said the Government’s energies 
were at present being directed to the 
county councils. As the elections ap< 
proached the county councils were fall. 
ing before the ukase of Sean T. O’Kelly 
like rushes before a scythe. Mr. O’Kelly 
had threatened to march on the North, 
but, on second thoughts, he considered -it 
safer to turn his pop-gun on the county 
councils instead. : 

“ TH has been alleged by the Govern. 
ment,’? General O’Duffy continued, ** that 
the county councils of South Tipperary, 
Leix, Kilkenny and Waterford failed in 
the collection of the rates, but the report 
of the inquiries held do not bear out the 
allegation ; they certainly made no greater 
default than certain other county councils 
which were not dissolved. And what 
grounds had the Government for assuming 
that the new county councils would not be 
better ? 

“ Fianna Fail talk of democracy. They, 
do not know the meaning of the word, 
They are the most undemocratic, the most 
despotic and the most dictatorial Govern- 
ment in Europe to-day. They pretend 
they favour adult suffrage in Local 
Government elections, but not only have 
they denied the youth of these four 
counties the right of exercising their votes 
as citizens, but they have prevented the 
farmer, the worker, the shopkeeper, all, 
young and old, rich and poor alike, from 
expressing their opinions through the 
ballot box. There is only one answer. 
Fianna Fail is suffering from blue funk. 

“The rates are the heaviest burden the 
people have to bear, and the county 
councils and urban councils control the 
spending of this money, in addition to 
grants made from the taxpayers’ money. 
When a council is abolished the elected 
representatives of the people have no 
longer any say in the manner in which 
the money is spent. It is left completely 
in the hands of one man—a Fianna Fail 
nominee. 


A “ SCANDAL.” 


“ It would be no wonder if the already 
sorely tried ratepayers in the suppressed 
counties should protest at’ the high- 
handedness of .the Fianna Fail Govern- 
ment. I consider it is a public scandal. 
But Cork County Council is not yet 
abolished. I have no doubt we will win 
by a great majority.” 

Mr. O’Kelly should go on abolishing 
the councils, but as one who played the 
part of a plump little Imperialist at 
Ottawa, he should be silent about 
Republicanism. There were about. ten 
groups, calling themselves Republicans, 
but no two of the groups could agree. 
There was the Gilmour-O’Donnell group, 
the Twomey group, the de Valera group, 
the Lemass group, the Norton group, and 
the Mary ‘MacSwiney group. They were 
all asembling at Bodenstown this year, 
and each group would claim to be the real 
and only followers of Tone, and would 
brand all the other groups as traitors. 

““H Tone could only speak I wonder - 
what would he say to it all,’’ remarked 
General O’ Duffy. 

General O’Duffy proceeded to point out 
that the Minister for Finance had stated — 
several times in the Dail lately that a 
speech of his was responsible for the 
failure of the Fianna Fail Government 
loan. “ I remember the occasion. I said I 
hoped, for the sake of the credit of the 
country and our prestige at home and 
abroad, that the loan would be a success, 
and I referred to the immediate success 
of the three loans floated by the Cosgrave 
Government. I said,’ however, that I 
hoped when the Government got the money 
it would be spent 6n providing work for 
the unemployed ard for relief of the 
agricultural industry, rather than in doles 
and bribes, or on a second Army and a 
second police force, or for the persecution 
and prosecution of the members of the 
Blueshirt organisation. You can see now 
how far my words were justified.”’
